Famous War Reporter 
Was Watching U. S. 
Troops Advance on Ie, 
Near Okinawa — Had 
Escaped Death Twice. 


GUAM, Aprii 18 (AP).— Ernie 
Pyle was killed today on Ie, 
10-square-mile island just west of 
Okinawa, it was announced here. 

Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz’s 
headquarters said Pyle was killed 
instantly by a surprise machine- 
gun attack at 10:15 a. m. on the 
southern side of the island, while 
observing the advance of Tenth 
Army troops who had invaded the 
island Monday, 

Pyle when hit was standing with 
a regimental commanding officer 
of headquarters troops when a 
Japanese opened fire. 

The commanding General of the 
Te invasion troops officially re- 
ported Pyle’s death as follows: 

“I regret to report that War 
Correspondent Ernie Pyle, who 
made such great contribution to 
the morale of our foot soldiers, 
was killed in battle on Ie Jima 
today:”

GARDELEGEN, Germany, April 
16 (Delayed) (AP).—German S&S. 8. 
(Elite Guarda) troops burned to 
death 1100 politicai prisoners here 
within the last few days while 
evacuating a concentration camp 
at nearby Mieste, 30 miles north- 
west of Magdeburg, a _ survivor 
said today. 

The Nazi ringleader who planned 
the mass slaughter has been ar- 
rested and sent to a rear area 
prisoner of war cage. Many of 
his collaborators also have been 
captured. 

According to present plans, the 
ringleader will be brought back 
here for trial. 

The informant, one of six per- 
sons who escaped, said Belgian, 
French, Polish and Dutch prison- 
ers were marched into a great 
brick warehtouse near here. Straw 
which had been strewn two feet 
thick on the floor then was ig- 
nited, turning the building into an 
inferno. Today a pile of charred

Somebody 
added the postscript: “Now you 
may fraternize, by courtesy of the 
same outfit.” 

While the doughboys stood ad- 
miring the sign, firing broke out 
in-an adjacent pine forest. A few 
rounds from following tanks 
flushed out the Germans, who 
came out with white flags. 

No persons of Czech nationality 
were encountered. 

Sweep Toward Hamburg, 


Farther northwest, British 
tanks swept forward on a 40 
mile front to within 18 ‘miles of 
Hamburg and 12 of MHarburg, 
which lies across the Elbe south 
of the great port. The British 
reached to within eight miles of 
the lower Elbe and drove into 
the outskirts of Luneburg, a city 
of 30,000, against scattered re- 
sistance. 

The American Ninth Army 
slightly expanded its Elbe bridge- 
head at Barby, while flame-throw- 
ing tanks cleared the last nests 
of snipers in’ Magdeburg west of 
the river.

Capture of Halle. 


The First Army cleared Halle

The main First Army battle, 
however, was in the fifth largest 
German city of Leipzig, which was 
surrounded by elements of the 
Sixty-ninth and Second Infantry 
and the Ninth Armored divisions. 
The stout outer ring of defenses, 
some manned by sullen German 
girls, was cracked and the infan- 
try was fighting into the city. 

Air réconnaissance flights es- 
tablished that 75 per cent of the 
city’s buildings were destroyed or 
badly damaged during heavy Al- 
lied air assaults which were 
made expensive but not halted 
by the tremendous antiaircraft 
defense. 

Battle of Nuernberg. 

Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch 
had engaged five divisions of his 
Seventh Army in the battle for 
the Nazi shrine city of Nuernberg 
and its environs. 

The Forty-fifth (Thunderbird) 
Infantry Division moved through 
the great sports arena of Nuern- 
berg, where Adolf Hitler used to 
make flamboyant speeches at the 
annual conventions of the Nazi 
party. Another Seventh Army col- 
umn advanced through’ Wendel- 
stein, 85 miles from Munich. 

A German broadcast said the 
Nazi party’s congress hall in 
Nuernberg was ir flames.

At the 
time of his death, he was with 
the foot soldiers, the men for 
whom he had the greatest admira- 
tion, ~ 

“Mr. Pyle will live in the hearts 
of all servicemen, who revered 
him as a comrade and spokesman. 
More than anyone else, he helped 
America to understand the hero- 
ism and sacrifices of her fighting 
men. For that achievement, the 
nation owes him its unending 
gratitude.” 

President’s Statement. 
In his tribute to the 44-year-old 


reporter for the United Features Ps 


Syndicate, which distributed his 
column, President Truman said: 
“The nation is quickly saddened 
again by the death of Ernie Pyle. 
“No man in’ this war has so 
well told the story of the Amer- 
ican fighting man as American 
fighting men wanted it told. 

“More than any other. man he 
became the spokesman of the 
ordinary American in arms doing 
so many extraordinary things, It 
was his genius that the mass and 
power of our military and naval 
forces never obscured the men 
who made them. 

“He wrote about a people in 
arms ag people still, but a people 
moving in a determination which 
did not need pretensions as a part 
of power. 

“Nobody knows how many in- 
dividuals in our forces and at 
home he helped with his writings. 
But all Americans understand

In 1944 he was awarded a Pulit-

count. Hooley’s broadcast, heard 
in, San Francisco, said Pyle was 
en route to a sector where there 
was heavy fighting when he was 
killed. 

He was with Lt. Col. Joseph 
Coolidge of Arkansas, Hooley said, 
and a Japanese machine-gun 
opened fire as their jeep rounded 
a corner. 

The broadcast said Pyle and 
Coolidge dived into a ditch. But 
a few minutes later they peered 
over the edge. There was another 
burst of fire and Pyle was struck 
three times in the temple. 

Coolidge crawled to cover and 
reported the death, but Pyle’s 
body was inaccessible for some 
time. Volunteers in three tanks 
were pinned down by heavy fire 
but Cpl. Alexander Roberts of 
New York City went alone and 
found Pyle peaceful in death. His 
face was covered with his helmet 
and hig left hand clutched a 
Marine fatigue cap. 

Corporal Roberts led a chaplain 
and a litter bearer to the scene 
and the body was returned to 
American lines four hours later, 
Hooley said. 

Twice Escaped Death. ; 

Pyle’s full name was Ernest Tay- 
lor Pyle, but he was addicted to 
simplicity, both in his writings 
and in his dealings with the 
doughboys whose stories he told. 

Pyle saw more war than many 
soldiers, and he hated it. Twice 
in Europe he narrowly escaped 
death. 

A beachhead villa in which he 
had been sleeping in Italy was hit 
by an enemy bomb shortly after 
he had switched beds a yéar ago 
last March. He and four other 
newspaper men, including George 
Tucker of the Associated Press, 
escaped with light cuts. 

Again, during the battle of the 
breakout in France, he was almost 
killed by Allied bombers at the 
time Lt. Gen, Lesley McNair was 
killed. 

Pyle was the thirtieth Allied 
war .correspondent to lose hig life 
in the present war, figures com- 
piled by Editor & Publisher. The 
newspaper trade publication lists 
149 correspondents missing, 
wounded or prisoners of war. 
Another noted columnist, Ray- 
mond Clapper, lost his life in the 
Pacific on Feb. 4, 1944. 

Dangers of War Reporting. 

About the dangers of being a 
war correspondent, Pyle once 
wrote a, friend: 

“I try not to take any foolish 
chances, but there's just no way 
to play it completely safe and 
still do your job. The front does 
get into your blood, and you miss 
it and want to be back. Life up 
there is very simple, very uncom- 
plicated, devoid of all the jealousy 
and meanness that float around a 
headquarters city, and _ time 
passes so fast it’s unbelievable. 

“IT didn’t have my clothes off 
for nearly a month, never slept in 
a bed for more than a month.” 

Sometimes it was so cold, he 
said, that “my mind would hardly 
work and my fingers would ac- 
tually get so stiff I couldn't hit the 
keys,” 

Lived With Troops. 

Like other war reporters, Pyle 
spent much of his time living in 
the field with the troops. 
the fighting in Tunisia he went 
four and five weeks without a 
bath, sleeping on the ground and 
on farmhouse floors, under jeeps 
and in foxholes. 

Pyle’s father, William C. Pyle, 
lives on a farm near Dana, Ind. 
His widow, the former Geraldine 
(Jerry) Siebolds of Stillwater, 
Minn., lives in Albuquerque, N. M., 
where they built a home a few 
years ago.

During the three or four years 
immediately following the end of 
the war Schindler believes the 
primary -conditions for national 
prosperity surely will exist because 
“we have the greatest production 
machinery in history and at the 
same time a great back-log of ef- 
fective consumer demand.” During 
this period the problem will be one 
of orderly re-conversion, mean- 
while planning . ahead for the 
period that will follow. 

The goal will be to maintain 
full production and full employ- 
ment in peace as in war. Schindler 
believes Government must do the 
over-all planning for this condi- 
tion and he believes he can “sell” 
industry on this necessity. 

Role of Government. 

“But private business and pri- 
vate industry has got to do the 
main job,” he said. “The Govern- 
ment should step in only if and 
when a gap appears between the 
best private initiative can do and 
the objective of full employment. 
In any event, full employment can 
be reached only with the closest 
co-operation between Government, 
industry, business, labor and agri- 
culture.” 

Schindler believes he can get 
‘along with all kinds of people.

A woman laid the body of her 
own child on the heap. 

Most of the dead were victims 
not of disease, but starvation. The 
rations were three daily issues of 


few vegetables. Once or twice a 
week afew bits of meat were 
thrown into the cooking cauldrons. 
But the distribution wag not su- 
pervised and those too weak to 
fight for their own food got none. 

They would lie om the filthy 
floors of the huts until the last 
thin trace of life had disappeared, 
and no one noticed. 

The insufficient bunks were oc- 
cupied by wasted remnants of two 
to three persons. One double- 
decked bunk might contain six 
diséases, six stages of advanced 
starvation. 

People still are dying. The med- 
ical officer said that even with 
the best possible care, thousands 
cannot be saved. Doctors among 
the prisoners told the British they 
were treating 1714 women with 
acute cases—there are bunks for 
474. Of the men, there are 2242 
acute cases occupying 1900 bunks. 

The improvised hospitals ar- 
ranged by the prisoners received 
125 women and 60 men daily. All 
the doctors have had typhus but 
recovered. 

The officer said large consign- 
ments of Red Cross parcels sent 
by Jews reached the camp but 
never were distributed and were 
not used by the Germans, with- 
held apparently out of sheer 
malevolence. : 

The officer said the kitchens 
were clean and well kept, and 
that the children were in com- 
paratively good condition. The 
women had used their wasting 
strength to keep the _ children 
clean and to get them as much 
food as possible. 

The S. S. masters occasionally 
gave the children small bits of 
candy, the prisoners said.

While there was never any affilia- 
tion between the two party organ- 
izations, a certain amount of 
working cohesion was necessary 
for party reasons. Hanhegan liked 
quiet, organization-minded Harry 
®ruman, and the two got along 
amicably from: the start. When 
Truman became Senator and oc- 
casionally passed through St. 
Louis, he would always drop in 
on Hannegan for a chat. 

Later when then Senator Ben- 
nett Champ Clark of Missouri rec- 
ommended Hannegan for Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the east- 
ern district of Missouri, Tru- 
man gladly seconded the in- 
dorsement. As collector, Hanne- 
gan’s work won the special atten- 
tion of Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. and, in the 
course of his activities, before and 
after his appointment, he became 
well acquainted with Chairman 
Frank Walker of the Democratic 
National Committee, former Chair- 
man Ed Flynn of New York, and 
the President’s adviser, James F. 
Byrnes. 

Rise of Hannegan. 

Subsequently, after Hannegan 
was named United States Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, 
when Walker told the President 
he wanted to give up the commit- 
tee chairmanship, Byrnes, Walker 
and Flynn tried to decide on a 
successor to Walker. They thought 
of Hannegan, but concluded in 
the end to ask Trumdn to take 
the post. Truman, unwilling to 
leave the Senate, flatly rejected 
the offer, but he strongly recom- 
«mended his good friend Bob Han- 
negan. 

Byrnes and Walker talked to 
the President about it. He didn’t 
know Hannegan and wanted to 
look him over. So he sent for 
the new revenue commissioner, 
saying he wanted to discuss some 
tax matters involving his estate 
at Hyde Park. Twice Hannegan 
went to the White. House with 
tax records tucked under his arm. 
On neither visit was politics dis- 
cussed, but the President careful- 
ly sized up this potential “young 
Jim Farley” at these brief con- 
ferences. He was satisfied. 


Search for Candidate. 


Shortly after Hannegan was 
elected chairman by the National 
Committee Jan, 22 last year, he 
began laying plans for the 1944 
presidential campaign. He was 
anxious, as wére other party lead- 
ers, to select a running mate for 
the President who would not 
weaken the ticket. Essentially 
they took the view that whoever 
was chosen as the vice-presiden- 
tial nominee could not add votes 
in any case, but certainly could 
lose them, if the “wrong” man 
were picked. 

Hannegan was convinced Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace would 
cost the party many votes be- 
cause he was considered in many 
quarters as a “dreamer,” and 
“jdealist,” and too far left of cen- 
ter. Because of his fight for equal 
opportunities for Negroes, the 
South was against him, and even 
then the South was threatening 
to bolt the ticket. Because of 
his aloofness, organization poli- 
ticians had never warmed to him. 

Hannegan went down the list, 
with Walker and Flynn and other 
political advisers. One man after 
another was considered and re- 
jected. At the same time Hanne- 
gan was taking frequent trips 
about the nation, sounding out 
sentiment. He was, of course, for 
Truman from the start, but he 
has told the writer that what he 
heard in his trips confirmed his| 


conviction: That Truman would 
not weaken the ticket, while other 
candidates all seemed to have 
some bloc or section of the coun- 
try against them, or had some 
other political handicap. 


Objections to Others. 

Majority Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley, genial and able, was consid- 
ered too old. Already the Repub- 
licans were aiming broadsides at 
the President’s age, and selection 
of a younger man to run with him 
was believed to be imperative. Too, 
Barkley had ruffled the President 
by his dramatic rebellion over the 
Chief Executive’s veto of the 1944 
tax bill. 

Associate Justice William O. 
Douglas had incurred the enmity 
of the South because of his lib- 
eral views. Byrnes’s name cropped 
up, but Byrnes was evasive on 
committing himself as a candidate. 
Seemingly he would run only if 
the Chief himself threw all his 
support to him. As one politician 
expressed it, he wanted the nomi- 
nation only on a silver platter. 
There also was some doubt as to 
organized labor’s attitude toward 
Byrnes, who had helped push 
through the Senate: resolutions 
condemning sitdown strikes. 
Speaker’ Sam Rayburn of the 
House, Senator Scott Lucas of Illi- 
nois, and others were eliminated 
for various reasons, 

It should be said here that 
there was some degree of ra- 
tionalization on Hannegan’s part 
in discarding these names. While 
the political liabilities of these 
men were real, as party politics 
g0, Hannegan always wanted 
Harry Truman to get the sec- 
ond-place post. He makes no 
secret of this, and it seems quite 
‘natural that he personally would 
throw his wholehearted support 
to a fellow Missourian and 
friend. 


Hannegan Reports to Chief. 


Besides, Truman had earned an 
enviable reputation as head ofthe 
Senate War Investigating Commit- 
tee. He was known to be liberal 
(but not too liberal for the South), 
practical-minded, courageous (in 
his attacks on administration 
waste and extravagance) and 
highly popular with his senatorial 
colleagues and organization Demo- 
crats. 

Hannegan talked to the Presi- 
dent about Harry Truman. The 
President was noncommittal at 
first, but he listened intently as 
Hannegan reported his findings 
about the country, the apparent 
antipathy to Wallace, the need for 
a strong second-place man mu- 
tually acceptable to all factions of 
the party. Hannegan was appre- 
hensive that the Democrats might 
be defeated in November if Wal- 
lace were renominated, and he 
told the President so. All the 
other vice-presidential possibilities, 
he insisted, also would cost the 
party some votes—and the party 
couldn’t afford to take chances. 

The President declined to pledge 
himself, but Hannegan’s _per- 
suasive chats had their effect. 
Meantime, Hannegan was seeing 
Truman from time to time, trying 
to convince him to toss his hat 
in the ring at the right time. Tru- 
man, an incredibly modest man, 
insisted that he had no aspira- 
tions to be Vice President, and 
he told others the same thing. 


Why Truman Hesitated. 


Truman, it ig authoritatively 
known, felt that the President 
might not want him because of 
the slashing criticism of some 
phases of the administration made 
by the Truman committee. Too, 
he believed that if he made a bid 
for the nomination and won it, 
the opposition party would rehash 
all the old painful reminders of 
his old-time Pendergast ties and 
would indulge in other “smear” 
tactics. He told friends that he

President Truman was forn in 
a story-and-a-half house in Lamar, 
Mo., May 8, 1884. His parents, 
the late John Anderson Truman 
and Mary Ellen (Y¥ oung) Truman, 
had gone there to live shortly 
after their marriage in 1882, His 
grandparents had come to Mis- 
souri in the 1850’s from Kentucky. 

Harry was the first child, his 
mother then being 32 years old. 
His father was trading mules to 
farmers busily engaged in turning 
the sod of pioneer western Mis- 
souri farm land. 

The elder Truman remained in 
Lamar only two years, then moved 
northward to Harrisonville, Mo., 
and shortly afterward to Grand- 
view. Today no one in Lamar re- 
members Truman since he was 
only two years old when his 
father left there. He chose to re- 
turn last year, however, for his 
Vice Presidential notification, and 
went around to look at his birth- 
place. His mother, 91, was driven 
down for the occasion. 

Chores of a Farm Boy. 

Truman grew up on the Grand- 
view farm, learning early the 
chores of a farm boy, gathering 
eggs; feeding chickens, milkin 


farm animals. His day was from 
dawn to dusk and he never lost 
the habit. 

There were few amusements in 
rural Jackson County 50 years ago, 
and it was a simple life that kept 
the Truman family busy. By this 
time ‘there were three children, a 
sister, Mary, who never married 
and still lives with her mother, 
and a brother Vivien, also still liv- 
ing here. 

Down many a weary corn row 
Truman plodded in his teens, little 
dreaming that beyond the distant 
hills. lay the White House at a 
crucial period in the history of his 
country. The farm was the sole 
source of Truman income, and 
they had to work it hard for their 
living. 

Truman’s parents moved to In- 
dependence in 1890 to educate the 
children, but they continued ° to 
visit the farm. Young Truman 
was graduated from Independence 
High School in 1901, and for a few 
years worked around Independ- 
ence and Kansas City as a mailer 
for the Kansas City Star, in a 
drug store, and as a bank clerk in 
two banks. 

When Truman was 17 he got a 
job as a timekeeper for a railroad 
construction company at Courtney, 
Mo., and rode to work on a hand- 
car which he pumped himself.

Highway System in Peril 

Do Missourians in general know that the 
future of this State’s admirable highway system 
is seriously imperiled by a bill which the Legis- 
lature seems abetit to pass? ig 

Do St. Louisans in particular know that pass- 
age of this shrewdly contrived bill would cut 
off this city from participation in State. high- 
way funds, although the new Constitution is 
intended to make such sharing possible? 

Evidently Missourians are not aware of the 
danger, for the bill is being permitted to start 
on its way through the Senate without protest, 

Apparently St. Louis officials and citizens 
were not aware of it, either, for not one repre- 
sentative of this city’s municipal or business in- 
terests had asked to be heard in opposition, un- 
til Mayor Kaufmann drew up a protest last 
night. 

Missouri has good reason to be proud of its 
road system, and the setup under which it has 
been built and kept up. This State’s non- 
partisan Highway Commission of four members 
has built a connected network, designed to serve 
the needs of the State as a whole, with no cater- 
ing to special local interests, but full regard for 
the requirements of both rural and urban areas, 

The system now totals about 16,000 miles, 
divided evenly between primary or secondary 
roads and supplementary or feeder roads. These 
were built by wise use of bond issues totaling 
$135,000,000 voted by the people in the last 25 
years, plus gasoline, license and registration 
revenues. 

Outstate highways, to “lift Missouri out of the 
mud,” were the first consideration of the com- 
mission through this quarter-century. The 1920 
amendment provided that no State revenues be 
spent on highways in cities of more than 2500 
population. Although the cities supplied more 
than half the revenues, the arrangement was 
satisfactory to them in the pioneer days of road 
construction. Now that the major links have 
been completed, a good case can be made for 
allotting part of the funds to Sections of State 
roads that run through cities, and this is author- 
ized in the new Constitution. 

Now comes the Quinn bill, with the transpar- 
ent motive of not only depriving the cities of 
funds, but of turning highway planning over to 
narrow sectional interests. It does this by in- 
creasing the Highway Commission from four to 
10 members, each of whom shall: be chosen to 
represent a region instead of the State as a 
whole. St. Louis and Kansas City would have 
only one member each under such a setup. The 
eight rural members would outvote them on 
every issue, and the result would be a scramble 
for six-lane highways to serve townships instead 
of consideration for statewide needs. 

The Quinn bill raises the vicious country vs. 
city issue, and it stacks the cards in favor of 
the rural areas. It is a bill to be opposed by all 
who have the interest of the whole State at 
heart, and by all who believe that the cities, 
after 25 years of abstinence, are entitled to a 
fair share in the highway funds which they pre- 
dominate in providing. 

A great postwar highway-building era is ahead. 
If expected Federal aid materializes, Missouri 
will have a program of 90 to 100 million dollars 
in the four years after peace returns, In ad- 
dition to building new highways and widening 
others to meet future demands, there will be the 
need for extensive repairs on roads now suffer- 
ing from unavoidable wartime neglect. 

All these prospects will be wrecked if the 
Quinn bill passes. Missouri’s intégrated system 
will be at the mercy of local spoilsmen and court- 
house rings. The cities will continue to b id 
and keep up their sections of State highways 
without a dime’s worth of help. 

St. Louis legislators and civic organizations 
should get busy at once to stop this selfish raid 
on one of the nation’s finest highway systems. 
And outside the cities, all who want Missouri 
to hold its place in postwar transportation should 
unite to block the bill. e

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Mayor Kaufmann’s Program 

In the inatgural address which yesterday 
opened his first complete term, Mayor Kauf- 
mann laid down an ambitious program for the 
city’s future. Its completion necessarily depends 
to a large degree upon the return of peace, but 
the fine progress made in planning for that long- 
awaited day is evidence of Mr. Kaufmann’s fore- 
sight, and that of the advisers with whom he has 
consulted. 

The Mayor's postwar program includes jobs, 
housing and mass transportation, all vital needs. 
The immediate program which he emphasized in 
his address calls for stable city government, 
through encouragement of career employes by 
means of civil service, and creation of what he 
termed ‘a citizens’ government,” through call- 
ing on experts in private life whenever need for 
their counsel arises. This method of the Mayor's 
has proved markedly successful on the many oc- 
casions he has employed it in his 20 months in 
office. 

St. Louis is entitled to feel satisfaction in the 
program Mr. Kaufmann has outlined for its 
progress, and in the steps already taken toward 
its execution. May every success be his in the 
next four years at City Hall.

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Finish of. the Luftwaffe 


The Luftwaffe, once Hitler’s pride as*a diplo-; 


matic weapon and then a weapon of war, has had 
a Black Monday from which, Allied authorities 
say, it cannot recover. The loss of 1116 planes 
in one day, added to the high rate of destruction 
previously suffered, means that the German Air 
Force “has been knocked out,” in the estimate of 
one high official. 

In the years when Axis victories prevailed, the 
Luftwaffe terrorized the world. It helped smash 
Poland, and the deadly Stukas were a potent 
weapon in the ruin of France. German planes 
and gliders showed the world what airborne 
invasion could do when —_— was taken. The 
Luftwaffe blitzed Britain, and even after being 
turned back there, many kills were made by the 
planes whose symbol was the black cross. 

At last the Allies’ belated building and train- 
ing programs became effective. The RAF and 
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the AAF turned the tide, and bombs began to 
rain on the Reich in an increasing deluge; dis- 
regarding Goering’s pre-war pledge of German 
immunity. Now the once-mighty fleet lies in 
twisted wreckage over German airfields, and its 
epitaph is in order. As good as any, perhaps, 
is the ancient line: Sic transit gloria mundi. 
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A Warning to the Japs 

Every bomb and every artillery shell that has 
fallen on the Reich in the last 60 days or more 
could have been stopped, before it began its 
devastating course, by the Germans themselves, 
All the destruction which so pains the German 
people today, and all the loss of life on both 
sides, need never have occurred. 

The wrecking and the killing go on for only 
one reason: because Germany’s leaders stub- 
bornly refuse to acknow}edge defeat and run up 
the white flag of surrender. Their cause is 
hopeless. Nothing whatever is to be gained by 
fighting on, and the ruin of Germany becomes 
greater each day that capitulation is delayed. 
Yet, to preserve their own skins for a while 
longer, the fanatical Nazi gang demands that the 
futile struggle continue. 

The progressive destruction of German cities 
and factories, ports and transportation systems 
is to the long-run advantage of the Allies, of 
course. These losses will reduce the prospects 
of German recovery as a military power, and so 
will help in the task of controlling that country 
after the war. And each day’s devastation im- 
presses more strongly on the German people the 
important lesson that war does not pay. 

Nevertheless, every Allied leader would prefer 
to see the war ended now by surrender rather 
than by continued fighting. Each soldier's life is 
precious to our commanders. Everyone wants to 
finish the job in Europe as speedily as possible. 
And each day’s delay in Germany postpones the 
concentration of our efforts on defeat of Japan. 

As for the Japs, they are getting an excellent 
preview of what is in store for them unless they 
get out of their own hopeless war by surrender. 
What is happening to the German cities will 
shortly happen also to those of Japan, and the 
B-29s have already shown how it will be done. 

There is another incentive for the Japs to quit 
their hopeless struggle: the fact that all Ger- 
mans who surrender are receiving humane con- 
sideration. The war criminals among them will 
be punished, of course, but ordinary. prisoners 
are treated with scrupulous fairness, and thou- 
sands of German soldiers each day quit the war 
by voluntarily giving up. 

The spectacle of Germany today is handwrit- 
ing on the wall for the Japs. If they will read 
what is there written, they will understand that 
it is doing the Germans no good to fight out the 
war to the inevitable and bitter end; that sur- 
render six months ago would have been on the 
same terms as today; that the Allies won’t weak- 
en their resolve for absolute capitulation. 

There are signs that Japan’s leaders will prove 
as fanatical as those of Germany, or more so. 
Yet the Oriental mind should be capable of 
grasping the fact that fanaticism is useless 
against the determination of the Allies to end 
the Axis menace, in Europe and in Asia, for 
all time.

Putting First Things First 

The Truman administration hasn't the slight- 
est intention of backing away from America’s 
economic responsibilities in finishing the war 
or implementing the peace. The neW President 
seized the opportunity yesterday to make this 
clear beyond any doubt. 

Upon approving the year's extension of the 
Lend-Lease Act—a document he had signed 
early last week as Vice President—he termed it 
a “mighty instrument for victory” and pledged 
its continuance until the unconditional surrender 
or complete defeat of Germany and Japan. This 
will set at rest some fears of our allies. 

With equal forthrightness, he told his first 
press conference that he stood squarely behind 
both Bretton Woods and the extension and ex- 
pansion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act. He was for the Fund as well as the Bank, 
the 50 per cent cut in the Smoot-Hawley rates 
as well as the three-year extension of the trade 
agreement power. é

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United States vs. A. & P. 


One count in the suit against the Great At- 
lantic & Pacific-Tea Co. opens up a classically 
simple anti-trust proceeding. The Government 
charges local discrimination—that is, that the 
grocery ‘company has employed its great fi- 
nancial resources to weaken competition by 
cutting prices in some places, depending on 
higher prices at others to underwrite the cost. 
That old tactic, which was used so devastatingly 
in buildihg up the original Standard Oil Co., is 
justly abhorred by the law and social policy, If 
Judge Lindley finds it has been employed by 
A. & P., we hope he will be stern in penalties. 

Another count, however, is afiything but sim- 
ple. A. & P. is charged with receiving, and 
a number of its suppliers with giving, special 
prices, discounts and rebates denied to com- 
petitive merchants. There is always a danger 
that a very large corporation may be able to ex- 
tract undue advantages. On the other hand, 
if A. & P. can outdo its competition in quantity 
and regularity of purchases or promptness of 
payment, it may properly receive price conces- 
sions. Indeed, the concessions would be in the 
public interest. Between the legitimate and the 
illegitimate, the court may have a very difficult 
line to draw. 

Some people are hoping, of course, that the 
case will weaken chain stares as an economic 
institution. That attitude, we believe, is mis- 
taken. Though they have some potentiality of 
misbehavior, and in fact have sometimes misbe- 
haved, the chains have been on balance an in- 
fluence toward better merchandising and lower 
prices. Competing merchants have the partially 
countervailing advantage Of personal relation- 
ship and special service. They also have, if 
they will use it, the power to compete with the 
chains by combined purchasing and similar de- 
vices. And, as the suit against A. & P. should 
assure them, they have the protection of govern- 
ment against unfair competition.

It has been said that Christianity has 
never been tried. 

What is meant is. that there have not 
been enough people who have understood 
Christianity clearly enough and practiced 
it consistently enough, over a long period, 
to make a Christian society. 

In the same way, it can be said that 
capitalism has never been tried. 

We have departed from the theory so 
often and so generally that we cannot truly 
claim ever to have had a capitalist society. 

Seeing the evils in society, people have 
condemned the theory of capitalism, rather 
than placing the blame where it belongs— 
on the failure to practice capitalism con- 
sistently. They have deserted the theory 
of capitalism, and rushed off into the mad- 
ness of Communism and Fascism. 


What Was Wrong With Capitalism? 


The way to peace and freedomds through 
the rediscovery of capitalism and its prac- 
tice im honesty of mind and generosity of 
spirit, 

You can’t do without capital. Capital is 
stored wealth and the means of producing 
wealth—mines, factories, trade and money. 
Communism and Fascism have not been 
able to do without capital. Under Com- 


- mMunism the capital is owned by the state 


and the state is run by a gang. Under 
Fascism, the capital is nominally in the 
hands of individuals and groups, but those 
individuals and groups are bossed by a 
gang which runs the state. 

Under capitalism the capital is owned by 
individuals and groups. These individuals 
and groups are not controlled by the state 
or bossed by a gang, but governed by laws 
which they themselves have made through 
their representatives. Only under capitalism 
is there freedom and democracy, 

Yet something was wrong with the prac- 
tice of capitalism or people would not have 
turned to Communism or Fascism—rem- 
edies which proved worse than the dis- 
ease. 

What was wrong with 
capitalism? 

To work, capitalism must have a market. 
The owners of eapital should get a good 
return so they can buy goods and services. 
The managers of business should get good 
salaries so they can buy goods and serv-

ices. The workers should get good wages 
so they can buy goods and services, 


In the past, capital and management have 
usually been well compensated. But until 
recently workers have not received a suf- 
ficient wage to buy the goods which capi- 
talism is capable of producing in such 
plenty. 

Workers must be employed at a fair 
wage, and they must be continuously em- 
ployed, if the market is not to break down. 
Workers have not been assured of steady 
employment, 

The chief inconsistency in the practice of 
capitalism has been the tariff. Capitalism 
depends on a wide market, with goods flow- 
ing freely over national boundary lines, But 
we have built high tariff wallg that stopped 
the flow. We must buy the products of 
other nations so they will have money to 
buy our products. Capitalism can work on 
no other basis, 

In the old days, most capitalists thought 
of capitalism as something for their bene- 
fit. Workers were just employes, some- 
thing to be used. If they weren’t useful, 
why, then, turn them out. Is it any wonder 
that workers didn’t always see the virtues 
of capitalism but sometimes turned to 
quack remedies like Communism and 
Fascism? 


To Make the Poor Richer 


This writer believes that if capitalism 
is honestly and intelligently practiced, it is 
the best system for the good of the work- 
ingman that can be devised. 

Therefore, let us practice it honestly and 
intelligently. Since it is the working people 
we must sell on the virtues of capitalism, 
let's put the interest of working people first 
in making any business decision, 

If that is done, I predict that not only 
the workers but managers and capitalists 
will have a bountiful prosperity such as we 
have never before enjoyed. And it won't 
end in a depression, 

If workingmen see businessmen practic- 
ing that kind of capitalism, they'll run the 
Reds out of the unions so fast it will be 
funny to watch, .

New Methods in the State Department

De Tocqueville's Classic W ork 
On Democracy ina New Edition 


‘Democracy in America,” by Alexis de Tocqueville. 
Revised Edition in Two Volumes. (Alfred A. 
Knopf, New York.) 

Ig there any current book with-even a | 
moderate chance of being reprinted in a 
handsome new edition in the year 2055, with 
a 30,000-word introduction calling attention 
to its timeliness, a laudatory foreword, four 
appendices and a long bibliography? 

No such modern work comes to mind. 
The fact that Tocqueville’s work on our 
democracy is thus reprinted 110 years after 
it first appeared is in itself a testimonial to | 
the extraordinary nature of the French 
writer’s masterpiece. His study of the 
young American Republic is worth reading 
in its new dress for the validity and wis- 
dom of its author’s views on issues of gov- 
ernment that are still debated today, and 
are challenged, now as then, by rival ideol- 


ogies, 
+ . . 


The opus is the more remarkable be 
cause Tocqueville was not a democrat by 
heritage, but an aristocrat, described as 
one who had accepted defeat. Hoping that 
his country could solve its own problems 
by knowing more of the American experi- 
ment, the young nobleman visited this coun- 
try in 1831, studied its institutions in mi- 
nute detail and produced what Harold Laski 
in his foreword calls “perhaps the greatest 
work ever written on one country by the 
citizen of another.” 

Tocqueville sought to convince his people 
that democracy was neither the Utopia 
some of them imagined it to be, nor, 
“synonymous with destruction, anarchy, 
spoliation and murder,” as others pictured 
it. He saw democracy with a clear, un- 
prejudiced vision, its faults as well ag its 
virtues, and the need for sound administra- 
tion to insure its success. Hence the per- 
manent value of his observations. 

Some of the loftiest tributes to our na- 
tional ideals are to be found in Tocque- 
ville’s two volumes, Hig admiration, which 
he acknowledged was akin to religious awe, 
embraced both political and economic de- 
mocracy. One glowing sentence may be 
cited: “Can it be believed that the democ- 
racy which has overthrown the feudal sys- 
tem and vanquished kings will retreat be- 
fore tradesmen and capitalists?” 

+ * * 


Yet the traveler found weaknesses, in 
such respects as the rivalry between state 
and Federal governments, the danger of 
materialism, oppression of minorities, the 
rise of industrial feudalism. He feared a 
democracy would be at a disadvantage in 
making foreign policy, and not proficient 
at war. Some of his observations are pro 
phetic, others have proved erroneous. His 
report as a whole is so balanced that sec- 
tions.of it were used by both sides in the 
British debates over constitutional reforms. 

Despite his doubts, Tocqueville realized 
that sovereignty of the people was on the 
march and .could not be stopped; that 
equality was the ideal condition of man; 
that the great task, as is often said today, 
was to make democracy work, His volumes 
remind today’s readers of our national! be- 
ginnings and of our national goals. The 
editor of the new edition, Dr. Phillips Brad- 
ley of Queens College, and the publisher de- 
serve thanks for calling fresh attention to 
a classic of democracy,

America after the -war will pos- 
sess the world’s greatest navy. 
She will be best able to defend 
the Pacific bases; and by agree- 
ment certain other nations might 
be quite happy to have her under- 
take that responsibility if they are 
certain that they can be confident 
that America’s power and Ameri- 
ca’s possession of those bases will 
never be exerted against them- 
selves. 


Two Ways of Approach. 


If the United States operates 
bases either by individual agree- 
ment with other nations which are 
sure they have no reason to fear 
her (as she holds Atlantic and 
Caribbean bases on British terri- 
tory) or through some _ interna- 
tional compact in which she will 
appear as the representative of in- 
ternational security, there would 
be no insuperable difficulties in 
the way of her maintenance of the 
positions she now holds in the Pa- 
cific. But if,she approaches the 
problem from the viewpoint of a 
one-sided nationalism, no doubt 
sincere, but blind to the interests 
of other nations—if, that is, she 
“We need these bases for 
our security, therefore ‘we must 
hold them,” ignoring the fact that 
other nations are equally con- 
cerned about their own security— 
then her nationalism will be an- 
swered by the nationalism of 
others, and she will not get the 
bases.

They were worrying about the Browns’ batting power down 
Cape Girardeau way this spring, but Luke Sewell’s American League

Yore the convention Hannegan 
made a determined attempt to per- 
suade Wallace to get out of the 
race. Calling at Wallace's hotel 
apartment one day at noon, he 
informed him that, in his honest 
opinion, Wallece would hurt the 
President’s chances of re-election, 
and added that sentiment in the 
South and among organization 
party workers was against him. 

After outlining the political sit- 
uation as he saw it, Hannegan 
said he would be content to let 
Walldce’s own good judgment de- 
cide the issue. Wallace, who was 
rather reserved and monosyllabic 
during the talk, pitched in all the 
harder in the days that followed. 
By the time the convention 
opened, he had in his pocket a 
letter from the President stating 
that if he were a delegate he 
would cast his vote for Wallace. 
It was not nearly so warmly 
worded a message as Wallace's 
friends had hoped for, but it was 
far better than nothing. The CIO 
started its concerted campaign for 
Wallace’s renomination and Han-

Chicago, that he had a fight on 
his hands, 


Roosevelt’s Attitude. 


However, he also knew, or 
thought he knew, that Franklin 
Roosevelt, from a political stand- 
point, preferred Truman on the 
ticket to anyone else. Roosevelt, 
in the end, had agreed with him 
that Truman would be the strong- 
est running mate, but the Presi- 
dent asserted he was not going 
to dictate the selection in advance, 
as he had in previous campaigns. 
Politically, he preferred Truman, 
In an affectionate sense, he want- 
ed Jimmy Byrnes (who by. this 
time was an avowed candidate). 
On moral and etnical grounds, he 
was inclined to Wallace. As it 
turned out, political expediency 
outweighed the othér considera- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, Byrnes had talked 
to the President at the White 
House. While the Chief made no 
personal commitment, his general 
attitude was that if Byrnes want- 
ed to go to Chicago and make a 
fight of it, he had the President’s 
blessings. Byrnes went.

took a suite in the Stephens Ho- 
tel, committee headquarters. He 
was pledged to place. the name of 
Byrnes, his good “friend, in. nomi- 
nation. He still was unconvinced 
that the. President really wanted 
him, and despite Hannegan’s 
words of confidence, he didn’t ex- 
pect to get the nomination. 

In this dramatic and fast-mov- 
ing setting, seldom equaled in 
convention maneuverings for 
the vice-presidential nomination, 
almost anything could have 
happened, but the tip-off was 
this: Before the convention, 
Hannegan, a shrewd and prac- 
tical politician, had exacted a 
promise from the Chief Execu- 
tive that Hanmegan alone would 
be in full charge of operations 
in Chicago. 


Strategy at Chicago. 
Hannegan set up headquarters 
in a suite in the Blackstone Ho- 
tel across from the Stephens, and 
a direct line to the President was 
installed. Presidential Adviser 
Harry Hopkins, who had handled 
everything for the President four 
years earlier, was not in the pic- 
ture. Hannegan obtained also an 
apartment in North Chicago as a 
hideout, and there he was in fre- 


quent consultation with Mayor Ed 
Kelly of Chicago, Ed Flynn, Frank 
Walker, Frank Hague and other 
political bosses. 
With Hannegan, who learned 
his politics in rough-and-tumble 
Kerry Patch in north-central St. 
Louis, the key to the whole jig- 
saw puzzle was timing. He want- 
ed Truman to remain in the back- 
ground as much as possible at 
first, let the other candidates have 
the spotlight until the bubble 
burst, then step in with a winner. 
A great hue and cry was being 
raised in behalf of Wallace, who 
arrived dramatically from the cap- 
ital, but Hannegan remained un- 
disturbed when his friends warned 
him that Wallace was gaining 
ever-increasing strength. He knew 
that the big bosses, and the dele- 
gates bound to them, were not 
among the Wallace enthusiasts. 
He knew because he was busy as 
a beaver lining up the various 
state delegations in behalf of Tru- 
man, assuring delegation leaders, 
in good faith, that the Chief him- 
self felt Truman would be the 
best man for the second spot. 
During all this  hurly-burly 
Harry Truman sat quietly in his 


hotel room, having an occasional 
drink with a few close friends, 
and pondered his uncertain role 
in the political play. The writer 
saw him alone late Sunday eve- 
ning, and discussed the situation 
with him. Truman looked serene- 
ly out the window, at the bluish 
waters of Lake Michigan. 

“I’ve made up my mind,” he 
said quietly. “I’m not going to get 
into this thing, not unless the 
President personally wants me to, 
I’ve thought it all over very care- 
fully, and I’ve told Hannegan.” 

“But have you considered what 
might be involved? Have you 
thought over the possibility that 
the man elected Vice President 
might become President if Roose- 
velt should resign after the war? 
That you might be turning down 
the presidency at this moment?” 
The writer was speaking now as a 
friend of Truman’s, not as re- 
porter. 

Truman leaned forward earnest- 
ly, “I've thought of everything,” he 
said. “I’ve thought of my mother 
and the rest of my family, and 
they don’t think I should run. 
I’m doing all right in the Senate, 
and I don’t have any wish to be 
Vice President or President. 

“I shudder at the thought of the 
responsibility. I am a plain man.” 

He leaned back, relaxed and 
smiled. “Do you remember your 
American history well enough to 
recall what happened to most Vice 
Presidents who succeeded to the 
presidency? Usually they were 
ridiculed in office, had their hearts 
broken, lost any vestige of respect 
they had had before. I don’t want 
that to happen to me.” 

Citing chapter and verse, Tru- 
man, whose knowledge of Ameri- 
can history always has been re- 
markable for one not in academic 
life, then went on to prove his 
point. For several minutes he re- 
lated the misfortunes that befell 
such overnight Presidents. His 
sincerity was evident. He didn’t 
want the vice-presidency. 


Withdrawal of Byrnes. 


The next day events moved 
along at an accelerated pace. The 
CIO let it be known that, while 
it was for Wallace first, it could 
never support Byrnes, even if 
Wallace failed to get the nomina- 
tion. The CIO’s Sidney Hillman 
had breakfast with Truman and 
reed him support in event Wal- 
Igee could not garner enough 


Strength. Later that day the 
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President got word to Byrnes that 
in view of labor’s statement he 
ought to withdraw, and he did so, 
reluctantly and with much an- 
guish. 

Still Truman would not commit 
himself, although now relieved of 
his promise to nominate Byrnes. 
The atmosphere was electric, It 
was known that Hannegan had 
seen the President on a siding in 
the Chicago train yards Sunday, 
but Hannegan would tell no one 
what went on. 

The next day Hannegan called 


stone and put a call through to 
the President. Truman was from 
Missouri and would have to be 
shown. He was shown, Hannegan 
talked to the President a moment 
and then put Truman on the line, 
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“All right, Mr. President, if you 
say so, I will,” Truman was heard 
to say.

ETTER to Woodrow Wilson from Franklin D. Roosevelt: 
L “My dear Mr. President: I entirely forgot on Sunday eve- 

ning to speak to you of a personal matter which} might 
come up during my absence—the question of my nomination 
for the Governorship of New York. I have tried in every way 
to stop: it, but some of your friends and mine have talked of 
the possibility of forcing this«while I am away, and of asking 
you to encourage me to accept it. 

“T sincerely hope the matter will not come up, I have 
made my position entirely clear that my duty lies in my present 
work—not only my duty to you and the country, but. my duty 
to myself. If I were at any time to leave the Assistant Secre- 
taryship it could only be for active service. 

“Furthermore, may I say that I am very certain that it 
would be a grave mistake for either you or any member of the 
Administration to ask that I give up war work for what is 
frankly very much of a political job in these times. I cannot 
accept such a nomination at this time with honesty or honor 
to myself. I think I have put off all danger of it, but in case 
you are appealed to, I want you to know what I feel—and I 
know too that you will understand and that you will not listen 
to the appeal.”

Knocking Around 
Southwest Pacific

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SYDNEY, Australia 
‘ (By Airmail). 
ESTERDAY morning my 
y phone jangled me out of bed, 
and a youthful voice said: 

“Is this the Post-Dispatch?” 

I-said: “Well, I guess it’s a part 
of it. Who are you?” 

The voice cleared its throat. “I’m 
at the American Center; there’s a 
sign here says Post-Dispatch, with 
a telephone number under it. Pa- 
per sure is expanding, ain’t it?” 

I said it was and made an ap- 
pointment: with the voice, the 
owner of which proved to be T-4 
Frank J. Gotzheimer, St. Louis 
movie cameraman attached to the 
Army Signal Corps. 

We sat at a table before one of 
the big windows of the American 
Center while Gotzheimer told me 
his story. Pint-size, with a way of 
pursing his lips and nodding 
gravely before answering a ques- 
tion, this Missouri soldier wears 
the envied paratrooper’s insignia 
and a Bronze Star, presented to 
him by Gen. Kruger a few days 
ago. 

ys 23, Gotzheimer joined the 
Army a week after Pearl Harbor 
and arrived in Australia the fol- 
lowing June. He has been knock- 
ing around the Southwest Pacific 
ever since. 

“T used to drive a truck for 
Famous-Barr,” he said, “but I was 
always interested in amateur pho- 
_ tography; I used to dash around 
“to weddings and parties, taking 
group pictures, which netted me 
a little spare cash. So it was 
natural, I guess, that I got into 
Signal Photo Section when I put 
on my uniform, 

“T spent a lot of time in Aus- 
tralia, photographing in North 
Queensla d and Darwin, taking 
movies @f Army maneuvers, etc. 
Then in August, 1943, I went to 
Milne Bay. 

“The 503d Paratroop Regiment 
had just arrived overseas, and I 
volunteered for service with them 
as official cameraman. I qualified 
for my insignia at Cairns, Queens- 
land, but that was the last I saw 
of the paratroopers for a while. 

“T’ made the beachhead at Sai- 
dor with the Thirty-second Di- 
vision, and later on we moved 
into Madang; I remained in that 
sector for three months, after 
which I was sent to Brisbane. 

“T returned to Port Moresby; 
then I covered the naval activity 
of the Morotai operation from the 
deck of a destroyer. 

“But I wasn’t getting much ex- 
citement, so last September I 
joined the Rangers, and several 
days before the big Leyte inva- 
sion we were landed on a small 
island in Leyte Gulf. We were 
“picked up by a P-T boat later. 

“I covered the ground activity 
on Leyte for a while and then 
landed with my old qutfit, the 
503rd, on Mindoro, in a large-scale 
amphibious operation. 

“I saw that show out and then 
went back to the Rangers for the 
Luzon invasion. We landed at 
Lingayen Feb. 9, but things were 
pretty quiet for our outfit, so I 
went back to Leyte. 

“I left there by plane Feb. 16 
with the 503rd for their biggest 
job: we were to land on Corregi- 
dor. 

“I was in the nineteenth plane, 
and when we jumped, I was the 
1538rd man to hit the ground on 
the old rock. + 

“We had to circle around for 
a while, because the destroyers 
shelling the place had kicked up 
so Much dust that we couldn’t 
see the ground. We jumped at 
8:30 a. m., and although it was a 
low jump—450 feet—most of us 
made it all right. 

“I didn’t see a thing when I 
landed and got out of my chute; 
I could hear some scattered shots, 
but there didn’t seem to be any- 
thing to take movies of. I had 
landed on a small golf. course

I 
stayed there for 10 days, taking 
movie shots most of the time. 
They’re showing here at the Cine- 
Sound Newsreel, if you want to 
see them.

“I GUESS I forgot to tell you 
that I was with the Rangers when 
they rescued 513 American mili- 
tary prisoners from the Japs at 
Cabanatuan, Jan. 28. That was a 
pretty good show, too. 

“We had to walk for 25 miles 
behind the Japs to get them out— 
the prisoners, I mean. Boy, were 
they glad to see us! One poor 
fellow was so excited he died of 
heart failure at the camp gates, 
as we were going out.

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Restoring | 50-Year-Old Cahokia Home 


By Helen Clanton 


OR almost 150 years, the old 
F Nicholas Jarrot mansion in 
’ Cahokia has been a landmark 
of the flat Illinois bottom land. 
Since 1797, when the French 
pioneer is believed to have begun 
construction of the house, the 
place has been pointed out as the 
finest piece of architecture for 
miles around. Now Oliver gL. 
Parks, president of the nearby 
Parks Air College, has purchased 
the old place with its surround- 
ing grounds, and will restore it 
as nearly as possible to its origi- 
nal beauty. Guy Study, St. Louis 
architect, is directing the restora- 
tion. 

Jarrot, one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent of the French 
settlers, was a great host, 
kept the old house lively with 
parties. Undoubtedly John Hay, 
the Chouteaus, John Reynolds, 
and many other prominent men 
of the times were entertained 
there, Lafayette stayed at the 
Jarrot house in 1825, during his 
visit to the French settlements. 
Old Mme. Jarrot lived in the 
house until 1870, when she died 
at the age of 90. Since the be- 
ginning of this century, the parish 
of the Holy Family in Cahokia 
have used the Jarrot mansion as 
&@ parochial school. Multiplica- 
tion tables have been chanted in 
the ballroom where Lafayette 
danced, and school has been kept 
in the former living and dining 
rooms of the Jarrot family, 

The Jarrot house is. a fine ex- 
ample of colonial architecture, ac- 
cording to Study, member of the 
firm of Study, Farrar. & Majers, 
who are working in conjunction 
with Messrs. Hoener & Hubbard, 
in the restoration of the exterior 
of the house. It is the oldest brick 
house in this section of the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley. Clay was dug 
from the surrounding fields for 
the brick, which were all made by 
hand, undoubtedly by slave labor. 
Walnut logs were cut from the 
groves near by for the woodwork. 

The exterior as well as the in- 
terior walls of the mansion are 
built of brick, 16 inches thick. 
The framing of the floors and roof 
is of heavy walnut timbers dow- 
eled and tendoned together with 
oak pegs. All this tedious work 
was done by hand, since there 
were no planing mills or brick 
kilns in Illinois around 1800. All 
the millwork, the avindow and 
door frames, which are well done, 
were accomplished by hand labor. 

Jarrot, the builder, was born in 
France in 1764, and came to Bal- 
timore as a young boy. Lured by 
stories of the fortunes to be made 
in the West, he made his way via 
New Orleans to the settlement of 
Cahokia. Historians of the day 
accede him a position of promi- 
nence in the bottom land, gained

soon after his arrival. Shortly 
after his marriage to Mlle. Julia 
Beauvais of Ste. Genevieve, a 
member of a wealthy French fam- 
ily, he began work on the old 
brick mansion. 

He chose as a site for his home 
a spot near the little Catholic 
church, said to antedate the Jar- 
rot house by many years. Now 
covered with clapboard, the old 
church is similar in construction 
to the stone and log Cahokia 
Courthouse, which was restored 
several years age. In the little 
burying ground at one side of the 
church are the graves of Nicholas 
Jarrot (“Ici Repose le Corps de 
Nicholas Jarrot” can still be read 
on the stone); his wife and two 
of their children.

ARROT was a well-educated 
cultured gentleman,” 
“He became a 
successful merchant in Cahokia, 
and served as a member of the 
local militia. In the course of 
time he gained immense wealth 
as a landowner, acquiring some 
25,000 acres of rich farm land, 
His farms included the Cahokia 
Mounds where, on the Great 
Mound, the largest of the group, 
he gave permission in 1815 to the 
Trappist Monks to build their mon- 
astery. He also brought the first 
schoolmaster to Cahokia, and 
classes for the young Jarrots and 
their friends were held in one of 
the rooms of the mansion.” 

Work on the exterior of the Jar- 
rot house is almost completed, but 
the interior cannot be restored 


and 


until the parochial school classes 
are moved to the new school 
building nearly completed, down 
the road. Eloise Wells Polks, St. 
Louis landscape artist, is planning 
a colonial garden around the house. 

“We found that many altera- 
tions had been made to the old 
jouse,” the architect explains. 
“The original shingle roof and the 
colonial cornices were changed 
about 50 years ago to a red Span- 
ish tile roof with projecting eaves, 
About a century ago, the beautiful 
colonial front door frame was Cov- 
ered with a frame of Greek colo- 
nial design. Since this was falling 
to pieces, we removed it, and 
found to our surprise, the original 
frame beneath it. 


“When the house was built, we 
believe it had a colonial porch 
with handsomely designed Corin- 
thian columns, This was replaced 
about 1840 with a porch of Greek 
Colonia) design in which much 
jigsawed millwork was used, This, 
too, fell into decay in the course of 
time, and was replaced by a porch 
much like the original. Since this 
latter porch seemed to conform to 
the original architecture, and 
blended into the whole design, we 
advised its restoration and reten- 
tion.” 

Shutters have been .added to 
the windows, and a Williamsburg 
shingle tile roof, simulating hand- 
made shingles, now replaces the 
Spanish tile. Two of the original 
porch columns, still intact, have 
been carefully matched with new 
ones, 


Inside the house, there is a 
broad hall, running the width of 
the building. On the right side is 
a large room, probably the orig- 
inal drawing room. On the oppos- 
ing side are two smaller rooms, 
with corner fireplaces, which the 
architect plans to reconstruct as 
dining room and kitcMWen. The 
stairway, designed with a grace- 
ful ceiling arch, has unfortunately 
lost its original stair-rail, which 
Study thinks was carved walnut. 
Upstairs are three small bed- 
rooms, and the large room, called 
the ballroom, where Lafayette was 
entertajned. Over the second floor 
is an attic, and in the basement 
are the quarters where the house 
slaves stayed. 


‘During the New Madrid earth- 
quake of 1812, the vibrations of 
which were felt through the Amer- 
ican Bottom, a large crack ap- 
peared in the rear wall of the old 
mansion,” Study points out. Ak 
though patched up, it is still quite 
plain. An interesting feature of 
the construction of the walls, says 
Study, is the fact that on two 
sides the eight-four brick pattern 
was used, but on the other two 
sides, the bricklaying was haphaz- 
ardly done, without a formal pat- 
tern. 


Oliver Parks, the new owner, 
Plans to use the Jarrot house for 
a residence and guest house.

visiting card. At least one card 

should be kept in your billfold 
so as to be convenient when you 
need it. 

Then when you go to pay a call

Declarer 
caghed the ace-king of trumps, 
then cashed his other club trick 
and returned a diamond toward 
the queen. 


West put up the ace and though 
East now completed his high-low 
signal by following suit with the 
déuce, West led his last club— 
“what harm could it do?” He soon 
was given the answer to this un- 
spoken question! Declarer ruffed 
and cashed the diamond queen, 
then led the spade queen through 
East, who correctly ducked, wait» 
ing to cover the other honor. De 
clarer, however, gave him no such 
chance to escape, East was now 
thrown in with a trump, and his 
forced spade or club return made 
it easy for South to win the bal- 
ance. 

If West had permitted East to 
ruff the diamond queen at either 
the third or the seventh trick, 
East would have had a safe means 
of exiting with a club, and the 
contract would have been easy to
